Even conservative Republicans 
such as Sens. Orrin G. Hatch of Utah 
and Steven D. Symms of Idaho, 
whose political views differ sharply 
from Baker’s more moderate posi- 
tions, seemed to be genuinely de- 


lighted by the news. 

“His views and mine are differ- 
ent,” Symms conceded. “But I think 
Sen. Baker is a good choice. By tak- 
ing the job. Sen. Baker has made it 
dear that he will carry forward the 
president’s agenda." 

Hatch said that Baker’s experi- 
ence as an administrator and leader 
in Congress ought to help the presi- 
dent in pursuing his own goals.

, Now his White House staff is led 
by old Washington hands. In addition 
to Baker, Reagan recently named as 
bis national security adviser Frank 
C. Carlucd, a former career Foreign 
Service officer who served as deputy 
director of the Central Intelligence 
Agency under Carter, a Democrat 

Beyond those two appointments, 
other recent personnel shifts have 
given the president a new White 
House spokesman, chief domestic 
policy adviser, director of communi- 
cations and assistant for political af- 
fairs and intergovernmental, rela- 
tions. 

Until he accepted the job. Baker 
was a potential rival of Bush’s for the 
Republican presidential nomination 
in 1988, although he had not an- 
nounced his candidacy.
